5,448, 1 1 0 to Tuttle et al. Claim 92 stands rejected under 35 USC 1 03(a) for obviousness 
over Gunnarsson in view of Tuttle and U.S. Patent No. 5,859,587 to Alicot et al. Claims 
90, 93, and 100 stand rejected under 35 USC 103(a) for obviousness over Gunnarsson in 
view of Tuttle, U.S. Patent No. 5,826,328 to Brady et aL, and U.S. Patent No. 5,252,783 
to Baird. 

Applicants respectfully traverse the rejections and urge allowance of the pending 
claims. 

Claim 83 has been amended to include the limitations of previously pending claims 
84-85 and claim 85 was indicated in the Office Action to recite allowable subject matter.
